Body Turtles Through Space From 


Nineteenth Story of the Big 


Structure to Pavement 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 20—Diving from the nineteenth 


flpor of the Glaus Spreckels building at Third and Market 


streets, to the pavement hundreds of feet below, Nicholas Li- 
chaskis, or Lycakis, committed suicide at 11:30 o'clock this 
morning. 


The street was crowded at the time of the dramatic 


leap to death. 
That someone was not struck and killed by 


the man's body is solely due to the fact that the shapeless 
mass of human flesh and bones struck the pavement be- 
tween the car tracks and the sidewalk. 
Shrouded in a Burial Sack 


' 
Shrouded in a burial sack, which he had carefully put 


on as he stood before the little circular window in the cupola, 
Lycakis leaped. His body struck the projecting porch at the 
edge of the sixteenth floor, the hat remaining behind, and 
the form shooting off once more into space, and finally land- 
ing, a flattened wreck on the asphalt. 


In the first hurr^ and excitement of the tragedy it has 


been impossible to learn whether Lycakis is an employe of 
the building, or how he gained access to the nineteenth floor 
which is one story above those regularly used in the build- 
ing. 


The first intimation of the occurrence came when Geo. 


McGfllary in the office of Attorney Charles Wesley Reed, on 
the sixteenth floor, saw the body strike the balustrade and 
plunge forth again into the air. 
A hat, a 50cent piece and 


some smaller coins were dropped from the man's person 
here, and these were turned over to an officer, who came up 
for investigation. 
Body Not Seen to StriKe Street 


No one seems to have been actually conscious of the in- 


stant iiiat the body struck the street, but several persons 
rushed over immediately, and a woman and a man fainted 
away at the sight of the human form crushed to a pulp in 
the torn and tattered sack.
